tramping afoot 
over 87.000 miles, 
Joe 
Mikulec, the 
famous world’* walker, who left hi* 
borne in Gratia. Austria, on February 
ft. 1906, has now completed his hike 
across this country to the Golden Gate 
and return, adding 12,000 more mile* 
to his great record, 
and arrived in 
Gettysburg Wednesday afternoon,about 
six weeks aheud of the schedule allot 
ted him. 
Ender one of the conditions of his 
contrate his only meuns of providing 
for bis traveling expenses is from the 
donations he may receive from souve­ 
nir post cards that he distributes to 
the big crowds that sniTound him on 
the streets whenever be stops. 
Mikulec is a newspaper correnpon 
dent, and a writer for a magazine in 
his own 
country, 
but will shortly 
write the story of his travels in lunk 
form. and sell 
th# same throughout 
the world. 
He ha* a kodak, 
and is 
taking pictures on the way. 
He baa 
with him a large portfolio, in which 
are autograph letter* and signatures 
of the governors or some 
prominent 
official of every state in 
the Union. 
with those of President W illiam H. 
Taft and Vice 
President, James 
S. 
Sherman. 
The famous 
walker 
is 
in 
good 
health, hut bas reduced his weight on 
his trip from 178 pound* to 186 pounds 
He has worn out forty 
five 
pairs 
of 
shoes on the trip. When he s ta re d he 
wore a No. ft, hut now he is wearing 
No. 9 
He presents a picturesque ap 
pearame. wearing heavy shoes, 
with 
rubber heels, knickerbockers, a jersey 
sweater, covered with various valued 
medals presented him by various 
so 
cieties 
and 
nmnicipalitie*, 
and 
a 
slouch hat, and a big cane. He carries 
a pack on his tiack and leather tiag at 
his side. in which he carries his folio, 
cards and 
other needed articles, 
the 
combined weight tieing about twenty- 
pounds 
He bas carried this luggage 
throughout the entire trip. He started 
without a single cent of money, and 
has provided for himself entirely by 
the funds received from the public. 
The time he has s(*ent in ttiis coun­ 
try has proven most interesting to him. 
and every where he ha* tieen warmly 
received by the officials. 
He has had 
several thrilling 
adventure* on the 
road, in encounters' with the Indians 
and wild animals. 
Mikulec is thrity two years of age, 
and is unmarried 
He 
has tieen an 
athlete of ability in hi* own country 
for the past dozen or more years, and 
had made creditable record* for w alk­ 
ing and tunning 
He started on his 
walk around the world on February ft, 
190ft, and was allowed 
five years in 
which to complete the trip of SA,COO 
miles, but as stated his plans have he?n 
changed by the publishing house em 
ploying him. and 
the distance 
has 
lieen greatly increased to enable him 
to secure additional pictures and

cription* of prominent spots

P atriotic societies had delega­ 
tions there, laden with gifts for the 
sailors, who received them In grinning 
appreciation. 
The dreadnought, which Is lying in 
the Delaware river, uear Wilmington, 
reflected the spirit of the occasion. 
H er white decks and her grim, polish­ 
ed arm am ent shone with a dazzling, 
brilliance. The flags which dressed the 
vessel snapped and fluttered in the 
fresh river breeze. 
Bunting softened 
the hard lines of the giant battleship, 
aud bands played softly. 
T he G overnor’s A ddress. 
Captain Gove received the 
party, 
which in boarding the Delaware, pass­

A provisional governm ent bas been 
formed, as follows: 
Theophiie Hi aga, president; Senhor 
Machado, m inister of foreign affairs; 
Senhor Costa, 
m inister of 
justice; 
Senhor Tell**s, m inister of finance; 
Senhor Barreto, m inister of war; Sen­ 
hor Antonio Gomes, m inister of public 
works; Senhor Alonida, minister of the 
Interior; S*nhor Am ani Gomes, minis­ 
ter of m arine; Senhor Beau, civil gov­ 
ernor of Lisbon. 
T he loyalist troops w**nt over to the 
Insurgents Wednesday. They quit the 
Dom Pedro square, where they were 
posted, and returned to their barracks 
amid the “ Bravos” of the populace 
and cries of “ Bong live the republic.’’ 
Senhor Bean, the new civil givernor, 
addressed an immense crowd of eltl- 
cens from a balcony of the town hall. 
He told them that he entrusted th*? 
m aintenance of order to them, ad­ 
ding: 
"R espect all public and private prop­ 
erty and the lives of all persons, who­ 
ever they may lie. 
The republic is 
generous and m agnanim ous.” 
The people cheered loud and long. 
No property has been attacked. The 
banks were guarded by sailors. The 
Spanish 
minister, 
wearing 
bis 
uni­ 
form, visited the Republican leaders 
at the town hall aud was loudly cheer­ 
ed b ythe people 


Many Killed and Wounded. 


T he tionibardment by the warships 
did much damage, espe, tally to the 
governm ent offices and the Ne*-e#sades 
P a la c e The tower of the Palace church 
Is down Many people mostly onlook­ 
ers 
or 
passersby, 
were 
killed 
or 
sounded In the lower town by the 
oom hardm ent. The num ber of deaths 
is estim ated at about a hundred, white 
the wounded num ber many more. 
During the earlier fighting 
which 
lastted many hours and went on for 
four or five hours iii total darkness, 
the 
revolutionists 
were 
sometimes 
checked aud retired from their posi­ 
tion in the Avenida de Liberia. I,ut 
they made a detour in the dire* lion of 
Mon Santa, returning upon the center 
of the city. It was apparently the suc­ 
cess of this movement that Induced 
the lev absis to abandon the defense 
The r e p u b l i c a n flag is now displayed 
throughout the city on all the public 
buildings, the Bank of Portugal and on 
many business boo se* and residences. 
People are parading the streets with 
arm s, singing revolutionary songs. 
Manuel, deserter! by the last of bis 
troops, which returned from the pal 
a te yards to their barracks, has taken 
refuge at Matra. at the Palace Royal, 
tw enty,three miles from Lisbon 
No attem pt to harm the dethroned 
king was made by the revolutionists 
and his exit from the city was accum 
piished quietly. 
He was a* companied 
by the Queen Mother Amelie aud the 
prince royal. 
Though a revolution, peaceful or ac­ 
complished with violence, was not ex­ 
p elled , it is generally believed that 
(be im m ediate cause was the assassi­ 
nation in the 
capital of 
Professor 
Bom bards, the Republican deputy aud 
cdiief of the Liberal League, by a lieu­ 
tenant of the army. Ho intense was the 
feeling against the throne that this in­ 
cident. cow parttlvely trivial In itself, 
was sufficient to start the outbreak. 
Portugal, following th e example of 
Spain, lias been imbued 
in 
recent 
years will. a strong anti-clerical sen­ 
tim ent, aud the governm ental program 
included a revision of the status of the 
religion orders.

President-elect 
Fun sec-a. of Brazil, 
recently arrived af Lisbon, aud Mon­ 
day night a grand banquet was to have 
be* u given him by King Manuel 
Ac­ 
cordingly the Brazilian president must 
h a v e been a witness of scenes similar 
to those of 1888 hi Brazil, when the 
Portuguese 
em pire in that country 
was overthrown. 


ARTILLERY ROUSED LISBON 


Capital Waa In State of Siege at Dawn 
Tuesday. 
London, Oct. ti - A dispatc h to the 
Dally Mall from Lisbon, dated Ort. 5, 
and sent by traiu to Carcavello, from 
whence It was telegraphed, says: 
“ Lisbon was awakened at dawn on 
Tuesday by the roar of artillery, and 
found the town in a state of siege. A 
revolt had broken out. Several regi­ 
m ents of infantry, cavalry and artil­ 
lery killed the officers who resisted 
and marched into the town, signalling 
to the w arships in th** river, which 
also revolted, hoisting the republican 
flag. 
The sam e flag was hoisted at 
the 
Almada 
fort and at 
Barreiro, 
w here a general strike was proclaim­ 
ed. 
Instrum ents of war were < om en 
t rated in the 
Avenada cie Liberia, 
where a large fair was being held, and 
the theaters and terns were turned in­ 
to a military rani p. There the repub­ 
lican flag was hoisted and the place 
w%s protected by artillery. The loyal 
troops marched against the insurgents, 
engaging in incessant combats from 
dawn until midnight. T here were large 
num bers killed or wounded on both

One of the advantages that good , 
roads are to a com m unity th a t are often 
lost sight of Is the prevention of chil- * 
dren attending school regularly, thus ' 
furthering the am bition of every par- J 
ent that his or her child shall be well j 
educated, and another is the preven­ 
tion of social 
Intercourse, 
which is 
only fully developed when the "goln*” 
is easy over well cared for highway*. 
In an article w ritten for the national 
grange by Logan W aller .Page he says: 
"The advantages of good roads ex­ 
tend to every citizen, w hether he lives 
In city or country, and to every enter- 


orrriN u an a n re a m w . 


prise, w hether it be agricultural, m an­ 
ufacturing or mining. 
All are more or 
less dependent on the common high­ 
ways aa an avenue of the commercial 
rnnsportation. and In proportion as 
theae highw ays are Improved bo a s to 
facilitate transportation ure they t>ene- 
fited 
thereby. 
These 
benefit* have 
been carefully com puted aud estim ated 
in dollars aud cents, and so enorm ous 
have they been thus dem onstrated to 
be th at they present a convincing ar­ 
gum ent to any thinking man of the 
Importance aud necessity for road im­ 
provement. 
"B ut there are other elem ents of a d ­ 
vantage which more urgently recom­ 
mend the Im pro v em eu t of our roads, 
advantages which deserve far more 
serious consideration than any finan­ 
cial advantages which we may gain 
and which cannot be measured accord­ 
ing to any m onetary standard, but 
must be looked for In the elevation of 
our citizenship and the moral and In­ 
tellectual advancem ent of our people. 
"Most of our cities and towns have 
good streets and drivew ays, which fa ­ 
cilitate b u s in g s aud recreation. 
The 
(ample live close together, and social 
and friendly intercourse Is easy. 
The 
schools and churches are within easy 
reach of all. 
So our urban population 
has ample facilities for business, for 
recreation, for social Intercourse and 
for attendance u|**n church and school. 
" ll is different, however, with the 
two-thirds of our people who are en ­ 
gaged tu agricultural pursuits aud live 
aw ay from the centers of business aud 
imputation 
They have not the pa veil 
streets and good roads of the cities 
and towns. 
They live ai airt from each 
other and have no roads su< b as afford 
easy and convenient m eans of tra n s­ 
acting business, of social Intercourse 
and regular attendance ujwu church 
and school. 
To them will flow the 
m axim um of benefits from Improved 
roads, improved roads will bring them 
in closer touch with the centers of 
progress 
It will give them enlarged 
ideas aud assist them to adopt the 
new methods which are so necessary 
for them to keep pace whit the march 
of progress along other Hues. aud as 
they advance so will our civilization. 
As they advance so will our entire 
couutry and in equal ratio. 
"Good roads would revolutionize our 
country schools 
C ontrast the lot of 
the couutry child on his way to school 
in winter with th a t of the city child 
with only a few blocks of jMivetl streets 
to 
walk 
Our 
country 
child, 
with 
satchel over shoulders and lunch bas­ 
ket In band, m ust leave the cheerful 
fireside of borne from half ho hour to 
an bour l>efore school opens in ordet 
to be there on tim e Tile roads are wet 
aud muddy many m onths of the year. 
The country 
I* o|**n and 
the cold 
winds are unm erciful In their attack* 
upou him 
Ho that by the tim e bf 
reaches the school house, which Is of­ 
ten 
unscientifically 
ventilated 
and 
poorly heated, his feet are so cold and 
his body so chilled tlmt he Is unfit for 
windy ° r recitation most of the day, 
aud Hie exposure and chilling of tbs 
lardy invite pneum onia and other d ie 
eases. 
"T hese conditions cause broken and 
irregular attendance. 
They create aa 
aversion In tile child for the school­ 
room Instead of a pride In punctual 
attendance and studious ad v an cem en t 
Not only this. but a mother hates tc 
see ber children trot off to school two 
or 
three 
miles aw ay 
In 
cold, 
bad ( 
weather. She feara th a t the Injurious^ 


effects »i|rot» the body from the ex-1 
|s*-»ire will do greater harm than the 
U n efld a l effect# upon the mind will ' 
«l«* go*a1 
She realizes that a vigorous 
mind ' Ail only dwell in a healthy body, I 
and that It would he a misdirected ex-J 
er* Ise of m aternal cure .to force ber 
children to school under etndlttous of 
exposure w hich endanger their bodily 
lieu It b. 
"im proved roads would lie a great 
factor In reducing the percentage of il­ 
literacy which exists tbrouguout the 
country. 
Our present illiteracy cannot 
be reduced to jyULAJBPrS^'billie extent 


except “by m nrsnaling ' all of the chil­ 
dren, both city and country, into the 
schoolrooms. 
This can only be accom­ 
plished by a system of compulsory edu­ 
cation. 
Some of our states have al­ 
ready 
passed 
compulsory 
education 
laws, au d in many othei^states tbesen- 
ti men t in favor of such law s is so pro­ 
nounced as to indicate their early en­ 
a c tm e n t 
These laws prove a bless­ 
ing when wisely fram ed and properly 
adm inistered. 
There are no obstacles 
to their efficient adm inistration in our 
cities. 
Everybody Is in close proxim a 
lty to th e schoolhouses and can easily 
reach them with but little exposure in , 
the w orst weather. 
But In the rural 
districts th e opposite is true. 
If all 
of the roads were In good condition so 
as to rem ain high and dry It would be 
possible to* successfully enforce such j 
a law even In the rural districts, but 
with the present condition of most of ^ 
the roads it is impracticable. 
And the 
states in their efforts to thus bestow a 
blessing upon their children would be 
attem pting an unkind benefaction for 
which they would pay by a resultant 
loss In the physique and mental vigor 
of our fu tu re generations. 
“Church attendance would also be 
stim ulated 
b. 
road 
im provem ent 
When one bas a nice smooth road to 
travel over he doesn’t mind driving 
three or four miles to church. 
Small 
congregations would thus be augm ent­ 
ed. 
T he people would become inter­ 
ested in and take a pride in their 
churches. 
Larger and Blore com fort­ 
able churches would be built, and both 
children and grown people would a t­ 
tend church more regularly than they 
do now w ith our bad roads and distant 
and uncom fortable churches, for church­ 
going is not only beneficial from the 
religious at tin (sphere which pervades 
churches, but there is also an attractive 
social featu re connected with 
them 
which is a benefit and a blessing to the 
people. 
“T he schools and churches of a com ­ 
munity are Its greatest moral and edu­ 
cational forces 
Next to them per­ 
haps stan d s rural mail delivery, which 
brings the people of the rural districts 
In dally touch with the cities aud busi­ 
n e ^ world. 
It places In their hands 
the daily papers, magazines and all of 
the current literature of the country, 
so that they may be as well Informed 
as to w hat la transpiring in the politi­ 
cal. literary and commercial world as 
their brothers In the city. 
T he benefi­ 
cial effects of this service upon the 
happiness and home com forts of our 
rural population are Immeasurable, and 
nothing contributes to Its efficiency 
aud regularity 
more than Improved 
roads.” 


ROAD DRAINAGE. 


N #c*ssity of Displacing P lan k C u lv srts 
W ith Propsr Pip##. 
Pennsylvania's state highway com­ 
missioner gives the following advice 
on the question of road drainage: 
"W here w ater must be diverted from 
one side to th*1 other of a road It 
should be curried A n e a th the surface I 
by m eans of pl [a** or culverts of ca- J 
pacify adequate to carry the m axim um 
am ount of w ater which ever will de­ 
mand passage 
Pipes of suitable m a­ 
terial when pro|>erly laid cost little 
or nothing to maintain beyond an oc­ 
casional cleaning out. 
W ater breaks 
require consiant attention and are fre­ 
quently inadequate to prevent the flood 
water from overflowing dow n the s u r­ 
face of the road 
They are also seri­ 
ous obstacles to travel. Increasing very 
materially the steepness of the hills 
where they are used and making nec- 
••ssary the hauling of proportionately 
Ntiiailer load* 
"In the majority of the township* in 
which any ai tempt Is made to carry 
w ater across lielow Instead of above 
the road surface It is done by means 
of plank culverts, usually constructed 
in the most primitive manner, while 
the large w ater courses are spanned 
by structures consisting Iii part. lf not 
wholly, of w ot id 
lu some instances 
stone has t*een used in a very com ­ 
mendable milliner, but It Is found that 
many of 
the bridges, culverts and 
drains which have tieen built of stone 
have been laid up In nu inefficient 
manner, which bas levi In a few years 
to the necessity of e f f u s i v e repairs. 
For the sm aller culverts and drains In 
which smoothness of Interior surface 
Is desirable four kinds of pipe ar* 
available—vitrified clay, cast iron. cor­ 
rugated iron aud concrete. 
T he use of 
wood for such purposes Is to be dis­ 
couraged. and all existing plank cub 
verts should be replaced by some oth­ 
er m aterial as rapidly as practicable. 
Vitrified clay pipes are much cheap 
er than Iron. but uuless very carefully 
protected are very liable to breakage. 
Except In rare casee this m aterial Ie 
uot recommended by the d e p a rtm e n t” 


ADAM’S PEAK. 


A Shrine Sacred ta Three Cantilating 
Religious S#cte. 
Throughout Asia "holy places” are 
almost as numerous as leaves on a 
tire. bot In Ceylon Is a mountain which 
enjoys the unique distinction of being 
a very holy place to the devotees of 
three absolutely distinct and conflict­ 
ing religious sects. 
This is Adam’a 
Peak, or Samauaia. 
According to the M ohammedan be­ 
lief. Adam, after the fall, was taken 
by sn angel to the top of Samanala, 
and a panoram a of all the Ills that 
through sin should afflict m ankind was 
spread out before him. 
His foot left 
an Impression on the solid rock, and 
his tears formed the lake from which 
pilgrims still drink. 
The Buddhists 
contend that It was uot Adam, but 
Buddha himself that made the foot­ 
print In the rock, that being the last 
spot where he touched the earth be­ 
fore ascending to heaven, while the 
B rahm ins have still another legend. 
All. 
however. 
Brahmins, 
Mohamme­ 
d an s and Chinese, agree that Samanala 
is a very holy place, and to perform a 
pilgrim age to the spot is to the Budd­ 
hist w hat a visit to -Mecca la to a Mo­ 
ham m edan. 
In mixed crowds the wor­ 
shipers come, each pitying the Igno­ 
rance of the other, who Is so far from 
the "tru e way." 
It requires no little faith and some 
im agination to trace In the depression 
In the rock the likeness of a hum an 
footprint. 
It Is 6*4 feet long by 2^4 
feet wide. on the top of a huge bowl­ 
der. 
T he natives. however. Insist th a t 
It Is the footprint of Adam.—E m m ett 
Campbell Hall In Cincinnati Com m er­ 
cial Tribune.

T in y Lakes, Trees and H ouses In D i­ 
m inutive japan### Park#. 
T he Japanese have the art of d w a rf­ 
ing trees to mere shrubs and of culti­ 
vating plants In a sim ilar way.

iature gardens, which require a special 
gardener to Peep them down to de­ 
sired limits. 
A Japanese garden is 
generally alarm ten yards square, and 
in this small sp are is found a park 
aud 
demesne, 
with 
lake, 
sum m er 
bouses, 
temples, trees, all complete 
and in keeping with the dimensions 
available. 
Due sueb garden show s a lake four 
feet long and full of goldf1*ti. 
On 
the border stand* a pine tr»*»- exactly 
eighteen inches high and fifty years 
old. 
Beneath It* shade Is a temple 
carved out of one piece of atone the 
size of a brick 
On a lofty crag of 
some tw o and a half feet stands a tine 
maple tree. (rerfeet in form and sha|>e. 
fifteen years old and twelve Inches 
high. 
One household in Jap an boasts of a 
com plete garden contained in a shal­ 
low tw o dozen wine case.

is complete down to the fish In the 
lake, 
a sheet of w ater only n few

square, and

Tea houses 
there a re and num erous tree* a f va. 
riou* kinds, each about six In* he# In 
height. 
Old as the hills are these 
dim inutive trees, but full of vitality, 
and yet never growing bigger.—New 
York Presa.
